WASHINGTON (AP)'— Rob- 
rt P. Griffin, the man who 
parked the fight that blocked

showed 72 injured had been 
treated.

suit and shouting in Spanish

All was calm on Lima streets

What seems to have happened 


is that people have become more 
absorbed in day to day problems 
on their own doorsteps.

Americans have become notice- 
ably more inward looking. The 
change may have begun even 
earlier than two years ago, but it 
has become apparent only recent- 
ly.It is not insularity so much as 
a realization of what they have 
got, of what they are and of 
what they might be. This is a 
most absorbing and all embrac- 
ing realization. It has so many 
ramifications 
and 
so m a n y 


promises, most of them dazzling. 


There is the continuing anxi- 


ety about youth, or at least that 
part of it which seems to have

his preaching to the birds is a 
favorite theme in art. 


In 1209 lie added preaching to 


his other ministrations and soon 
disciples began to join him. The 
cradle of the Franciscan order 
was the chapel of St. Mary of 
the Angels, called the Portiun- 
cula, in the plain below Assisi. 


The chief works of his later 


years were the revision and 
final redaction of the Rule and 
the formation of the "Third 
Order" of "Brothers and Sisters 
of Penance," a lay confratern- 
ity trying to carry out funda- 
mental principals of Franciscan 
life. 


His remaining months were 


passed in great bodily suffering. 
He died in Portiuncula on Oct. 
3, 1226. Two years later he was 
canonized by Gregory IX.

(COST) Oct. 9 
in the court of Chief Judge 
Robert E. Tehan. 


A similar suit by the con- 


servation-minded group last fall 
was thrown out by the federal 
district court at Grand Rapids 
and by state courts in Michigan. 
Although the courts ruled in 
favor o£ the agriculture depart- 
ment at that time, the actions 
delayed aerial application until 
too late in the season. Except 
for a small area treated with 
ground equipment, the infested 
area went untreated last fall.
